occasionally ezpresged fear lest the 
future hold for the emancl|iatlon proc- 
lamation the unlucky fate that threat- 
ens our other momentous manuscript, 
—the Declaration of Independence. 
The latter, be it explained, la in re- 
grettable condition. Indeed, the Ink 
has io faded tha^ as tho enlraMaas 
of staying tbe ravages of time, the 
eecretary of state has had tbe docu- 
ment sealed in an aii^tight^ light-tight 
aafe that may not be opened except 
upon hiB written order. However, the 
condition of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence la due largely to lack of 
proi>«r care earlier In ita existence and 
there Is little danger that the experi- 
ences which the Declaration has un- 
dergone will find a sequel In the case 
of tiM oaaandpation froelamatlon. 

Ibr one thing tho «BaaeipatioB proe- 
clamatlon is almost never pnUlely «» 
blbited and it Is never exposed for 
long intenrala to » atrong light as 
some of our other precioua documents 
have been when displayed at exposi- 
tions, etc. On the contrary the eman- 
dilution edict Is bound, together with 
other proclamations by Lincoln in a 
specially designed volume which Is 
Jost about tbe iMst imaginable way to 
u ses i fs it 

The book In which this epoch-mak- 
ing document baa place is one of tbe 
moat aumptuous volutnes which Uncle 
Sam hna ever produced. This de lux^ 
voluuio Is fourteen and one half by 
seventeen and one-half inches in size 
eo as to accommodate the proclama- 
tion without folding and Is luxurloualy 
bound In tbe richest red leather. This 
gold-edged volnme was not prepared, 
it may be added, in Unole Sam's regu- 
lar hook Madory attaehod to tho U. 8. 
government printing ofloo hot was 
bound by hand hy tlw mpert book- 
binders that are kept regularly In the 
employ of the state department for 
Just auch work as this, — that is, the 
preparation of volumes too elegant to 
be produced In the routine o^ a com* 
merolal plant 

There was anotlwr oorisideration 
that prompted tbe oflleialslot the de- 
partment of state to hav/> the Lincoln 
proclamuilons, lucludlur' tbe supreme- 
ly Important one on ) emancipation, 
bound by their own |»perts in their 
own buUAtnjt. Thl. |l'as tbe fear leet 



to pass out of the state department 
Tliore Is alwayti a chance of acciden- 
tal loes when official papers have to 
pass through mhny hands, as would 
be the case were the precious sheets 
to go to tho blR blnd(>r\ . :iiid then. too. 
It Is Impossible to iKUore an eh^mcnl 
of danger of theft by n chance dis- 
honest person, for an autograph of 
Lincoln always commnndn a big 
enough price to prove tempting, and 
tbe autograph of Lincoln's signature 
attached to his oaumeipatlen proela- 
mation Is partloularly clear and ebar- 
actertlstic. 

Tbe Issuance of Lincoln's emanol- 
patlon prodnniutlon was, of courac, 
one of the most Iniiioriant events of 
his entire administration and th<> cir- 
cumstances of the Buhralsslon of this 
document for the approval of hia cabi- 
net are. as history relates them, 
among tho most dramatic of tho en- 
tire war period. As the story goes. 
Lincoln, on this occasion, aent word 
to tbe members of his cabinet that ke 
wished to aeo them. Secretary Chase, 
the first member to nrrlvo nt the 
White Houne, found Lincoln rending a 
book. "Chase, did yov. f v.T rend this 
book?" Inquired tho president. "Wl.at 
book is ItT" asked Chase. "Artemus 
Ward," rejoined Lincoln, "and just let 
me read you this chapter on Wax 
Wnrx In Albany." He launched Into 
the amusing volume and read on and 
on as one after another of the cabinet 
members Joined the drole. nnally. as 
there appeared to be no prospect of 
tbe president concluding, several of 
the members began to fidget and fin- 
ally Mr. Stanton Intimated rather 
testily that he had work to do and 
that If the object In calling the meet- 
ing had been to transact any businee-s 
he would like to have the business 
[iresented at once so that lie could re- 
turn to his office. Thereupon Lincoln 
laid down the open book, opened a 
drawer, took out a paper that proved 
to bo tbe OBOMnolpation proclamation 
and prepared to read It to bis oSelal 
family. But before beginning on the 
contents he looked up tor a moment 
and said: "Gentlemen, I have called 
you toKether to notify you what I 
have determined to do. I want no 
advice. Nothing can change my mind." 
After the reading the members filed 
out In silence, but one, lookiiiK back. 
Saw that Lincoln had resumed the per- 
usal of Artemus Ward. 

For all that Lincoln seemed thua to 
take so lightly tbe signlflcnnco of this 
history-making edict thore Is abun- 
dant evldenee that in reality not only 
the oonse^uenoes but the act itself 
held large place In bis mind, both then 
and later. The artist. Carpenter, who 
In 1864 executed for tbe United States 
government a largo painting repre- 
bentlug the reading of tbe emanciiw- 
tion to tho oahtaot ttound Uncoln
